Speaking  to  the  students  during  com- 
mencement was  Wallace  J.  Jorgenson, 
retired  president  of  Jefferson-Pilot  Com- 


munications Co.  in  Charlotte. 

In  addressing  the  graduates,  Jorgenson 
focused  on  communications,  a  field  to 
which  he  has  devoted  nearly  50  years. 
During  that  time,  he  said,  the  field  has 
progressed  so  rapidly  that  it  has  been  vir- 
tually impossible  to  keep  pace. 

"Only  in  the  span  of  my  working 
career,  technology  has  leaped  forward  at 
breathtaking  speed.  And  the  momentum 
continues  to  quicken,"  he  said. 

In  fact,  predictions  indicate  10  times  as 
much  advancement  in  communications 
by  the  turn  of  the  century  as  has  occur- 
red in  the  past  11  years,  he  added. 

Since  his  retirement,  Jorgenson  has 
stepped  into  the  arena  of  communica- 
tions research,  exploring  the  develop- 
ment of  video  delivery  systems  for  future 
markets. 

But  these  projects  —  known  as  Direct 
Broadcast  Satellite  and  High  Definition 
Television  —  are  only  a  small  corner  of 
the  television  world,  let  alone  the  realm 
of  emerging  communications 
technology,  Jorgenson  said. 

"By  the  mid-1990s,  a  range  of  new 
communications  and  information  ser- 
vices will  be  made  available  through  two 
very  familiar  devices  in  your  home  —  the 
telephone  and  the  television  set,"  he  ex- 
plained. "These  well-known  instruments 
will  be  the  links  to  a  new  and  unprece- 
dented level  of  information  richness. 

"It's  an  exciting  time  to  be  alive!" 
Jorgenson  said.  "But  trying  to  cope  with 
the  blinding  speed  of  new  technological 
development  can  be  a  bewildering 
experience. 

"Success  in  the  Information  Age  will 
depend  on  the  degree  to  which  we  shape 
these  new  communications  technologies 
to  be  in  tune  with  our  system  of  human 
values." 

Citing  the  all-too-familiar  imper- 
sonalities of  technology,  Jorgenson  said, 
"These  high  tech  approaches  have  been 
dehumanizing  and  have  left  us  with  a 
feeling  of  alienation.. .isolated  and  lonely. 

"We  dare  not  let  ourselves  become  so 
immersed  in  new  communications 
devices  that  we  lose  the  common  touch 
we  have  with  each  other  as  human  be- 
ings. Ours  is  a  very  personal  world,  and 
we  need  the  strength  of  close,  personal 
relationships  with  each  other  if  we  are 
to  succeed,  even  survive  in  tomorrow's 
environment." 

As  liberal  arts  graduates,  he  conclud- 
ed, "I  know  that  you  go  into  that  future 
undergirded  with  a  rich  heritage  of  lear- 
ning and  human  values  on  which  you 
can  rely,  no  matter  how  rough  the  go- 
ing may  get."

Lenoir-Rhyne  professor's  lastest  book 
and  video,.. a  projected  hit. 

Dr.  David  Ludwig— author,  professor  of  psychology,  minister, 
counselor,  founder  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  Stress  Clinic— has 
done  it  again! 
Ludwig  has  written  a  book  and  video  entitled  "Renewing 
the  Family  Spirit"  which  will  be  released  by  Concordia  Publishing  House 
in  July.  Ludwig's  program,  first  in  a  series  called  "Good  News  for  the 
Family,"  utilizes  a  combination  of  Christian  and  psychological  principles 
to  help  families  see  that  poor  communication  is  the  most  common  pro- 
blem they  face. 

The  eight-session  video-based  program  is  the  largest  single  promo- 
tional expenditure  in  Concordia's  history.  It  can  be  used  as  a  congrega- 
tional program  to  promote  unity  within  the  church  through  discussions, 
Bible  study,  group  exercises  and  homework. 

According  to  Ludwig,  the  book  is  an  attempt  to  help  families 
strengthen  their  ties  by  keeping  their  spirit  alive.  Ludwig  said  that  the 
major  goal  of  the  book  is  "to  get  people  in  this  culture  to  get  a  better 
understanding  of  the  spirit  as  it  affects  their  lives.  In  a  Christian  sense, 
this  will  help  people  apply  God's  word  to  their  family  life." 

In  the  book,  Ludwig  has  developed  a  modern  analogy  which  com- 
pares the  weather  and  the  home  environment.  A  "good  spirit"  in  the 
home  is  symbolized  by  good  weather;  a  "bad  spirit"  symbolizes  bad 
weather.  In  the  video,  a  "weatherman"  describes  the  mood  shifts  in 
a  household  and  how  that  "weather  change"  affects  those  in  the  family. 

Ludwig  earned  a  bachelor's  degree  from  Concordia  Senior  College 
and  his  master's  and  doctorate  from  Washington  University  in  St.  Louis. 
He  joined  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  faculty  in  1976. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  has  a  good  spirit,"  Ludwig  said.  "That  means  the  peo- 
ple enjoy  working  here.  We're  encouraged  to  bring  the  Christian 
perspective  into  our  classes,  not  to  force  the  students  to  believe  in  a 
certain  way,  but  as  a  valid  way  of  looking  at  life." 

Ludwig's  other  books  include  "The  Spirit  of  Your  Marriage,"  "In  Good 
Spirits"  and  "The  Spirit  of  Your  Congregation."

Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  received  bequests  from  the  estate  of  Dr.  Voldemars 
Teodors  Bernards  totalling  more  than  $30,000.  The  proceeds,  following  the 
instructions  in  the  will,  are  to  be  added  to  the  Voldemars  T.  Bernards 
General  Endowment  Fund. 
The  bequests,  which  included  $29,994  in  cash,  also  included  a  collection  of  books 
from  his  personal  library.  In  addition,  the  college  received  a  large  number  of  cacti 

from  his  special  collection  which  have  also  been  placed  in  the 
library  and  other  locations  across  the  campus.  Bernards  also 
bequeathed  $6,742  to  St.  Andrews  Lutheran  Church,  the  cam- 
pus church. 

Dr.  Bernards  was  a  professor  of  Latin,  German  and  Russian 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  until  his  retirement  in  1973.  He  died  July  29, 
1988. 

In  receiving  word  of  the  bequests,  Vice  President  for  Develop- 
ment Clarence  Pugh  said,  "Dr.  Bernards  was  a  very  frugal  and 
humble  individual.  These  generous  gifts  that  he  has  made  to 
his  church,  college  and  friends  offer  us  all  an  extraordinary  ex- 
ample of  Christian  stewardship  through  careful  planning. 

"He  certainly  gave  much  to  the  college  and  to  his  students, 
and  now  his  'giving'  will  continue  through  the  provisions  of  this 
endowment  fund."

Moretz  replaces  Jerry  Bolick,  who 
resigned  for  health  reasons  following  six 
years  at  the  post.

Commonly  known  as  FAR,  the  position 
of  faculty  athletic  representative  has 
become  increasingly  important  to  col- 
lege athletics  over  the  last  10  years.  FARs 
were  instrumental  in  the  introduction  of 
stronger  academic  policies,  such  as  Pro- 
position 48,  in  both  the  NCAA  and  the 
NAIA  and  serve  as  an  institution's  voting 
representative  at  all  conference,  district, 
and  national  meetings  in  the  absence  of 
the  college  president.  Responsibilities  for 
the  FAR  have  steadily  increased  to  in- 
clude final  authority  in  eligibility  matters 
for  all  athletes  at  an  institution. 

"The  FAR's  primary  responsibility  is  to 
handle  eligibility  for  all  the  athletic 
teams,"  said  Dr.  Keith  Ochs,  athletic 
director  at  the  college.  "The  FAR  now 
carries  ultimate  authority  on  school 
eligibility  matters  and  works  with  the 
registrar  to  verify  the  academic  standing 
of  all  our  athletes  for  the  NCAA  and  the 
NAIA."

merica,  and  especially 
Hickory,  is  very  beautiful. 
We  love  America!"  said 
one  of  the  members  of 
the  Japanese  party  that 
visited  Lenoir-Rhyne  college  this  spring. 
Twenty-one  students  and  professors 
from  Kyushu  Jogakuin  Junior  College  in 
Kumamoto  City,  Japan,  visited  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  and  the  Hickory  area  March  27 
through  April  3.  The  group  was  in  the 
area  as  part  of  a  three-week  American 


tour  annually  sponsored  by  the  junior 
college.  In  addition  to  Hickory,  this  year's 
tour  included  stops  in  New  York,  Wash- 
ington, D.C.,  Williamsburg  and  Atlanta. 

Hosted  by  Beartrackers,  a  student 
organization  on  the  L-R  campus,  the 
visitors  participated  in  numerous  ac- 
tivities both  on  and  off  campus.  The 
Japanese  students  reciprocated  the 
Americans'  kindness  by  preparing  a  trad- 
itional Japanese  dinner. 

Eriko  Toyama,  professor  of  English  at 


Kyushu  College,  said  she  was  impressed 
with  Hickory.  "I  love  Hickory  and  wish 
1  could  stay  longer,"  she  said. 

One  of  the  most  memorable  experi- 
ences of  the  group's  stay  in  the  United 
States  was  attending  the  Broadway 
musical  "Cats"  while  staying  in  New 
York. 

According  to  Ms.  Toyama,  there  are 
several  differences  between  American 
and  Japanese  teenagers.  "In  Japan, 
teenagers  do  not  gather  as  freely  as 
Americans  do  with  members  of  the  op- 
posite sex,"  she  said. 

Another  difference  is  that  college 
classes  in  Japan  appear  more  structured 
than  the  American  classes,  she  noted, 
and  Japanese  professors  seem  to  quiet- 
ly command  more  respect  from  their 
students. 

Ms.  Toyama  said  that  she,  as  well  as 
others  in  the  group,  hope  to  return  to 
America  —  and  Hickory.  "Lenoir-Rhyne 
is  special  to  me  because  it  is  similar  to 
my  college,"  she  said.

This  is  it.  The  day  you,  and  thou- 
sands of  young  people,  have 
desperately  waited  for.  Your  first 
day  of  college. 

Graduation  has  come  and  gone.  High 
school  memories  are  tucked  away 
behind  the  covers  of  a  senior  album.  A 
framed  diploma  marks  the  final  bridge 
to  maturity  —  and  long-awaited  freedom. 

No  more  parental  clutches.  It's  just  you 
and  the  world.  Now  what? 

For  some  freshmen,  the  first  days  of 
college  bring  excitement  and  intrigue. 
But  for  others,  it  can  be  the  onset  of  ma- 
jor disappointment.  For  any  number  of 
reasons,  these  students  discover  that  col- 
lege life  simply  is  not  what  they  had 
pictured. 

According  to  Jeffrey  P.  Greer,  associate 
director  of  admissions  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College,  new  students  may  face  one  hur- 
dle after  another  during  the  transition 
from  high  school  to  college. 

"Not  all  problems  encountered  by 
students  are  academic-related,  however," 
Greer  points  out.  "It's  not  unusual  for  a 
student  to  find  that  he  or  she  just  doesn't 
fit  in  on  a  chosen  campus." 

As  a  result,  national  statistics  show  that 
some  30  percent  of  entering  college 
freshmen  do  not  return  to  the  same 
school  as  sophomores. 

Members  of  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  admis- 
sions staff  have  set  out  to  improve  such 
statistics  through  a  workshop  designed 
to  help  high  school  students  plan  for 
college. 

Appropriately  entitled  "How  to  Plan 
for  College,"  the  program  is  targeted 
specifically  toward  college-bound  juniors 
and  is  designed  to  augment  the  work  of 
high  school  guidance  counselors. 

Each  50-minutes  session  provides  in- 
formative, yet  entertaining,  insights  in- 
to college  admissions  requirements, 
financial  aid,  and  the  pros  and  cons  of 
public  and  private  schools. 

As  part  of  the  program,  L-R  represen- 
tatives outline  "How  to  Research  a  Col- 
lege," "What  Colleges  Look  for  in  Pro- 
spective Students,"  and  "The  Four-Step 
Process  to  Making  an  Impressive  Cam- 
pus Visit." 

"Beyond  making  a  good  impression, 
students  need  to  look  at  what  a  college 
can  offer  them.  They  are  not  just  look- 
ing at  a  school,  but  also  a  future 
residence,"  Greer  explains. 

"We  encourage  prospective  freshmen 
to  talk  to  students  already  on  the  cam- 
pus," he  says.  "Find  out  how  they  feel 
about  the  classes,  the  professors,  the  dor-

mitories,  the  cafeteria... What  is  there  to 
do  on  weekends?" 

Sound  too  good  to  be  true?  A  sales 
gimmick  perhaps?  On  the  contrary,  these 
workshops  are  being  offered  as  a  free 
service  to  high  schools  across  the 
Southeast.  And  if  student  and  faculty 
response  is  any  indication,  the  program 
is  well  on  its  way  to  becoming  a  prere- 
quisite to  college  planning. 

"How  to  Plan  for  College"  sessions 
were  held  this  spring  in  more  than  130 
schools  in  North  Carolina,  South 
Carolina,  Virginia,  Georgia  and  Florida. 
Lenoir-Rhyne  representatives  will  be  in 
high  schools  throughout  this  area. 

"By  sharing  practical  information,  we 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne  hope  to  eliminate  much 
of  the  confusion  so  often  experienced  by 
college-bound  students,"  says  Greer, 
director  of  the  junior  program. 

"A  more  intelligent  approach  should 
enable  young  people  to  make  confident 
college  choices  and  avoid  unnecessary 
disappointment  later  on,"  he  says. 

Lenoir-Rhyne's  "How  to  Plan  for  Col- 
lege" program  is  the  brainchild  of  Greer 


and  Richard  P.  "Dick"  Thompson, 
dean  of  admissions.  The  idea 
follows  a  similar  concept  for  high 
school  seniors,  referred  to  as 
"Conquering  College  Life:  How  to 
Survive  Your  Freshman  Year." 

Since  that  program  was  unveil- 
ed approximately  two  years  ago, 
it  has  experienced  noted  success. 
The  "Conquering  College  Life" 
workshop    now    reaches    high 
school  students  in  50  states  by 
way  of  videotape. 
Lenoir-Rhyne's  workshop  in  college 
preparation  is  expected  to  follow  suit. 
Nearly  20,000  students  are  expected  to 
view  the  program  this  spring  alone. 
Greer  plans  to  conduct  the  seminars  on 
a  full-time  basis  beginning  in  the  fall. 
"Hopefully,  the  'How  to  Plan  for  Col- 
lege' workshop  will  provide  a  stable  base 
from  which  each  student  can  begin  his 
or  her  own  college  search,"  says  Greer. 
"I  remember  all  too  well  the  fears  and 
inhibitions  that  I  felt  as  a  high  school  stu- 
dent preparing  to  enter  college.  For- 
tunately, I  adjusted  well  to  campus  life," 
he  says.  "I'd  like  to  help  make  the  tran- 
sition from  high  school  to  college  a 
positive  one  for  others  as  well." 

Thompson  says,  "During  my  20  years 
in  admissions  at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  1  have 
watched  young  people  worry  about  'get- 
ting in'  rather  than  what  they're  'getting 
into.'  All  too  often,  they  fail  to  realize  that 
choosing  a  college  is  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant decisions  of  a  lifetime. 

"Students  need  to  research  their 
educational  needs,  and  we  believe  this 
program  is  a  positive  beginning."
